TOWN WARRANT 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Worcester, ss. 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 


Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town qualified 
by law to vote in Town affairs to meet at the Town Hall on Mon- 
day, the third day of March next, punctually at 9:00 o'clock in the 
forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o'clock in the afternoon on 
said day of meeting ), to act upon the following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
Collector, Auditor, one Selectman for three years, one Road Com- 


missioner for three years, one Assessor for three years, one member 
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of the School Committee for three years, five Constables, one Li- 
brary Trustee for three years, one Park Commissioner for three 
years, one Park Commissioner for two years, one Park Commission- 
er for one year, Tree Warden, and one member of the Board of 
Commissioners of Trust Funds for three years. 


Article 8. To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, 
Board of Public Welfare, School Committee, Engineers of the Fire 
Department, and any other officers and committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from any 
surplus or available funds in the treasury, such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January 1, 1952, and to issue a note or notes there- 
for, payable within one year and to renew any note or notes as may 
be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1953, in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1953. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate three 
hundred dollars ($300) toward defraying the expense of Memorial 
Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. To see what salary and compensation the Town 
will allow each elected Town Officer for his services. 
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Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 


Article 11. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum 
or sums of money from overlay surplus reserves to a Reserve F und. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to accept and allow 
the laying out of town ways to be known as Cook St., Nelson St., 
and Thwing St., said streets extending in the order named, westerly 
from Hopedale St., running parallel thereto and then returning to 
Hopedale St., over land now comprising and coinciding with the 
present private ways known as Cook St., Nelson St., and Thwing St., 
as reported by the Road Commissioners, including an assessment of 
betterment taxes. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provi- 
sions of General Laws, Chapter 40, sections 42A through 42F, inclu- 
sive, pertaining to and providing for the Collection of Water Rates. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote for the Moderator to 
appoint a committee of five to investigate and study the provisions 
of Chapter 662 of the Acts of 1949, an act relating to the organiza- 
tion of Union Health Departments, and to study existing public 
health services and facilities in Hopedale and to determine the ad- 
vantages to be derived by the Town if it were to join with neigh- 
boring towns in a Union Health Department, said committee to 
report its findings and recommendations at a future town meeting. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said Town, 
seven days at least before the time set for said meeting.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the fol- 
lowing lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the record of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the General Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer regis- 
tered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and twelve, in this 
chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the birth of every child 
in cases of which he was in charge, showing date and place of birth, 
the name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, the name, age, birth 
place, occupation and residence (including the street number, if 
any) of each parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name 
of the physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If 
the child is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of both 
the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, within fifteen 
days after such birth, mail or deliver to the clerk or register of the 
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town where such birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein 
above required to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any provided, that if said report is not so made within 
forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or officer shall, 
within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or regis- 
trar a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street num- 
ber, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family name. 
Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town clerk stating 
that any such birth has been duly reported, the town treasurer shall 
pay to such physician or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each 
birth so reported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty-five 
dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a child 
is born, having knowledge of the facts required for record relative 
to such births, shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of 
the town where such child was born or its parents reside, or of any 
person authorized by him. Such member or servant refusing to fur- 
nish such facts shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a child, 
and every householder, within forty days after a birth in his house, 
shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of the town where 
such child is born. Every householder in whose house a death occurs 
and the oldest next of kin of a deceased person in the town where 
the death occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice 
thereof to be given to the board of health.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five years 
old on or before December 31. New pupils will be registered in 
May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years old 
on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town of 


Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vaccination cer- 
tificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any con- 
tagious disease shall not return to school unless he has secured from 
the attending physician, or the school physician, or his representa- 


tive, a health certificate stating that all danger of contagion is over. 


The No-School signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School signal is 
sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. When the No- 
School signal is sounded at 7:45 A.M., it closes the kindergarten 
and grades one through six for all day, but the junior and senior 
high schools will be in session. When the No-School signal is 
sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kindergarten and grades one 
through six for the afternoon. An effort will be made to have the 
signal announced on radio stations WTAG, WBZA and WKOX.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


The Librarian respectfully submits the sixty-seventh annual 
report. 

The year 1952 has shown a gratifying increase in the use of 
the library facilities. 

Early in the year classes of the Junior High School came to 
acquaint themselves with the library, the use of the catalogues, the 
arrangement of books on the shelves, and the resources of the Ref- 
erence Room. In the fall the English classes of the High School 
renewed acquaintance with library procedure and found needed 
help for their class-work. Children from the elementary grades also 
came for stories and a look around the Children’s Room so that, with 
the interest and cooperation of the teachers, there is a definite tie- 
up between Hopedale schools and the town library. 

Increased use of the juvenile books results from the books of 
high quality supplied by generous funds, from the parent-participa- 
tion in the children’s reading, and from the interest of the teachers 
—all this added to the numbers of intelligent and alert boys and 
girls who take out the books. 

Library friends have read about eighty of the fiction books 
purchased from funds, appraising them as to their usefulness for 
general circulation. 

The South Hopedale Branch, open every Thursday at the home 
of the librarian, Mrs. Constance G. Jones, continues to fill a need 
for library services in that community. 

During the absence of the assistant librarian, Mrs. Irene H. 
Ferguson has attended the circulation desk, again proving an effi- 
cient and helpful substitute. 

The librarian has attended meetings connected with library 
work in Boston during the past year, also has taken a short summer 
course in work with young people at Simmons College. 

To the Trustees who have given understanding attention to the 
needs of the town’s library and to the welfare of the staff, the li- 
brarian and those who use the library owe appreciative thanks.
